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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: With respect to applicant's argument regarding a 
premature final rejection, examiner notes that it is unclear which rejection applicant is referring to, as applicant only identifies 'The 
rejection of claim 1". Claim 1 is rejected under multiple grounds. With respect to rejections under 112 2nd paragraph, applicant argues 
that further clarification will not clarify the metes and bounds of the claims. Examiner notes that the metes and bound are not clear 
because the relationship between the claimed structure andclaimed functions is not clear. Examiner refers to responses in the previous 
Office Actions regarding the base nut. Applicant argues that the stopping pin in Heyder cannot be a stopping pin as it does not stop 
anything from moving. Examiner notes that applicant's claimed stoppping pin is not required to stop anything from moving, based on the 
claimed llimitations. It appears applicant's argument is narrower than the claims.. 
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
